Prohibiting Sale of Liquor to Intoxi- 


cated Persons. 


The stat)e law provides an easy 


manner for an excessive drinker to 
become "blacklisted" so that he can 
seeure no more liquor. 


When any person shall, by exces- 


sive drink of intoxicating liquors mis- 
spend his money so as to expose him- 
self or his family to want, or so as 
to injuna his health, or endanger the 
personal safety and comfort of his 
family or of any other person, or so 
as to become dangerous to the peace 
of the community, all persons may bfc 
prohibited from furnishing him any 
liquor under penalty of a fine not ex- 
ceadlng ?50. The wife of such per- 
son, the supervisors of the town, the 
aldermen of the city, county superin- 
tendent of poor, mayor ot any city, 
or the district attorney, or any of 
them, may in writing • signed by any 
of them, forbid all persons to sell or 
give away to such person any liquor 
for the space of one year. This pro- 
hibition may bp extended to people 
in any other town, city or village ,to 
which such person may resort for 
liquor. And either the wifia or any 
of the officials named may forbid liq- 
uor to a non-resident with the same 
effect. 
The custom is to have th|3 


Chief of Police of a city, or marshal 
of a village serve notice on all saloon- 
keepers. 


Change in Eugenic Law. 


Material changes hava been inad'a 


in the eugenic law. 
The new law 


provides, in part that—- 


"All male persons making appli- 


cation for license to marry shall at 
any time within fifteen days prior to 
such, application, be examined as to 
the existence or non-existence in 
isuch person of any venereal disease, 
it shall be unlawful for the county 
clerk of any county to issue a license 
to marry to any person who Hails to 
prasent and nle with s»ich county 
clerk a certificate setting forth that 
such person is free from venereal 
disease so nearly as can be determin- 
ed by a thorough examination and by 
the application of th'a clinical and 
laboratory tests of scientific search, 
when in the discretion of the exam- 
ining physician such clinical and lab- 
oratory tests are necessary. 


"Such examiners shall ba physi- 


cians duly licensed to practice in this 
staba. The fee for such examination 
to be paid by the applicant for the 
examination, before (the certificate 
shall b>a granted, shall not exceed two 
dollars. The county or asylum phy- 
sician of any county, shall, upon re- 
quest, make the necessary examina- 
tion and issue such certificate if the 
same can be properly issued, without 
charge to the applicant, If said appli- 
cand be indigent. 


When microscoplal examinations 


are desmed necessary the same shall 
be made, upon the request of any 
physician in the state, by the state 
laboratory of hygiene or by the phy- 
chiatric Institute at Mendota, free of 
charge.

Prohibiting Sale of Liquor to Intoxi- 


cated Pel-sons. 


The stall* law provides an easy 


manner for an exoassive drinker to 
become "blacklisted" so that he can 
secure no more liquor. 


When any person shall, by exces- 


sive drink of intoxicating liquors mis- 
spend his money so as to expose him- 
self or his family to want, or so as 
to injure his health or endanger the 
personal safety and comfort of his 
family or of any other person, or so 
as to become dangerous to the peace 
of the community, all persons may b* 
prohibited from furnishing him any 
liquor under penalty of a fine not ex- 
ceading $50. The wife of such per- 
son the supervisors of the town, the 
aldermen of the city, county superin- 
tendent of poor, mayor of any city, 
or the district attorney, or any of 
them may in writing-signed by any 
of them, forbid all persons to sell or 
give away to such parson any liquor 
for the space of one year. This pro- 
hibition may be extended to people 
in. any other town, city or village ,to 
which such person may resort for 
liquor. 
And either the wiffa or any 


of the officials named may forbid, liq- 
uor to a non-resident with the same 
effect. 
The custom is to have tte 


Chief of Police of a city, or marshal 
of a village serve notice on all saloon- 
keepers.

All the time Ms eyes were 
watchful. The room was black; Poe 
succeeded in igniting his cigar-lighter, 
and transferring the light to a candle 
his groping fingers had sought out on 
a rude stand near by. 


A low guttural cry burst forth as 


the light shone out. A mass of white 
clothes upheaved, and an ugly black 
face with drawn lips showing gleaming 
teeth, and terror-rolling white eyeballs 
bursting out above, stared at Poe as 
though he were the

himself. 


There came a startling' bumping and, 
clawing from the little closet close be- 
side the bed. The black man trembled'. 


Poe poised for a leap to the aid of 


the sailor in the monkey's mangling 
clutch, when he suddenly saw the ape 
swing loose with Its other hand, and 
grasp a second bellowing, striking sea- 
man. The "man-handling" was hellish. 
Poe's hand flew to his hip-pocket. 


The devil face o[ the ape, blood- 


thirsty, swam before his eyes; his 
hand jerked back from his hip-pocket, 
empty. Jock had attended to the gun 
that was there. 


There came a sudden ringing explo- 


sion. The tight little room reverberat- 
ed with It Spitting fire had leaped 
from Poe's revolver In the black man's 
hand. 


There was a crash of feet In the 


passage without; headed by a huge 
lamp, In rushed Frau Kllttenlein, fol- 
lowed by the remaining loungers from 
below. 


A mixture of vile oaths punctured 


the smoke-filled atmosphere. Poe was 
suddenly mashed against the passage 
wall by the bellowing sailors bursting 
forth from that hideous black hole of 
a room. 


There came a resounding crash of 


glass. 
FOB leaped through the pass- 


age, knocking down two lumbering fel- 
lows who strove to stop him. He shot 
down the stairs and outside, around to 
the ground beneath Jock's window. 


There lay a crumpled form, moan- 


ing. He turned the man on his back, 
ignited the cigar-lighter, and gazed in- 
to the black face of the sailor from 
Borneo, whose lips were working vio- 
lently in excruciating agony, and cov- 
ered with white foam. Poe caught 
sight of his feet; a bloody bandage on 
one had worked up to his ankle, and 
the maimed foot lacked two toes.

In such a manner that tho detector 
would record a message?

Why didn't 
Lodge or Kelvin or Pierce or any ono 
of the hosts of famous scientists util- 
ize Hertz's discovery? Tho answer Is, 
they dldu't. 


It remained for a young man, un- 


known and inexpert, to grasp tho pos- 
sibilities. 
Ho expected someone else 


to do it, ho waited for someone olso 
to do it. lie did not know when It 
would bo, for tho surprising reason 
that to him the great scientists were 
unnamable. 
Ho was not acquainted 


with their work or even their names— 
except Hertz's. 
Ho was not an elec- 


trician. 
Ho had no ncadnmlc or scien- 


tific degree. But genius burned within 
him, and bo began to experiment for 
himself. That was In December, 1894.

Sweden IB a re- 
gion of wealth in timber as well as of 
cheap water powor, and tho waste 
from wood cutting is estimated to bo 
Bullicient for a constant supply of 
70,000 to 100,000 horse power of on- 
arcy In addition ro tho power required 
for tho sawmills. 
A now electric 


plant for Lejusno Is expected to yield 
the equivalent of 2,200 horse powor at 
a cost cf less than a thirteenth of a 
«ent per kilowatt hour. 
The full sup- 


ply is a mixture of sawdust with ton 
to twenty per cent of chips, and this 
costs—jn a green state—20 cents per 
load at tho mill. 
The gas producers 


aro charged with this fuel, arrange- 
ment being made for recovering tar, 
wood naphtha, and ucetlc acid. If ex- 
pectations are realized, the capacity 
of the station will bo Increased to 
4,200 horse powor, and this will still 
further lessen the cost per olectrlo 
unit.

to bo an effect of tho war realized In 
Jamaica. Tho diminished sales of 
bananas have led to careful experi- 
ments, and a consular report states 
that in one of these 637 pounds ot 
fruit yielded 138 pounds ot flour, tho 
cost being low enough to mako selling 
at four cents a pound very profitable. 
Mixed with wheat flour, the banana 
meal makes satisfactory and nutri- 
tious bread and cakes that housewives 
are urged to try. For bread tho ma- 
terial may bo equal to or somewhat 
less than the wheat flour, and for 
plain cake or gingerbread tho banana 
meal may bo substituted entirely for 
other flour, the other Ingredients so- 
Ing added.

Deaths on the Highways. 


During tho first six months of the 


present year there seems to have been 
an alarming Increase in the number of 
deaths and accidents in tho public 
highways.

For Instance, 
tho fatalities duo to automobiles In 
New York stato Increased from 183 In 
3914 to 241 this year. In New Jersey 
during the samo period thero were 
48 deaths and this year SS. Popula- 
tion grows and so does tho number of 
vehicles in use on the highways, but 
neither arc sufficient to account for 
this unreasonable increase In deaths 
on tho highways. Drivers and pedes-

to Restore the Prosperity of

The 
Himllyeh 
barrage. 47 miles 


south of "agdad, has been built just 
above tho town of Hlndl'yeh, and to 
the east of the present riverbed, and 
It distributes the waters of the Eu- 
phrates through regulators down tho 
old Hlllah branch, past Babvlon to 
Hillah. 
It is 800 feet long and con- 


sists of 35 arches fitted with sluice 
gates 16 feet wide. 
Tho arches are 


supported by piers 19 feet high and 
four feet thick, with key piers measur- 
ing 11 feet. This structure rests upon 
a foundation of three feet of concrete 
and six feet of brickwork.

the barrage is a lock with a 26-foot 
opening for the use of the river traf- 
fic.

Two Crops of Lemons. 


By an interesting yet simple method 


two crops of lemons are obtained in 
Sicily during the year, though the 
second is in every way inferior.

lemon, green in color, grows contem- 
poraneously on the same trees with, 
the ordinary or yellow lemon of com- 
merce, and is obtained by the follow- 
ing method: The lemon tree, which 
flowers in April, is kept without waiter 
from that period until July, when the 
roots are heavily flooded for a time. 
This results in a second set of blos- 
soms, from which will come the Ver- 
delli lemon. The ordinary lemon crop 
is picked In the months beginning 
with October, but the Verdelli lemons 
do not mature until the next May.

Hesperian, attacked by a German sub- 
marine off the Irish coast Saturday 
evening, sank at 6:47 a. m. on Monday 
while proceeding to Queenstown. 


Captain Main and members of the 


crew who remained aboard the Hes- 
perian were taken off safely. 


One first cabin passenger, six sec- 


ond cibin passengers and six third 
class passengers are unaccounted for, 
according to a statement made by an 
Allan line official. 


A woman's body has been identified 


as that of Miss Carberry, probably of 
Newfoundland. 


The American embassy received a 


telegram from Horace L. Washington. 
American consul at Liverpool, saying 
that he had been Informed officially 
by the Allan line that there were no 
Americans among the passengers, but 
that no figures wers available regard- 
ing the number of Americans in the 
crew. 


Another message from Consul Frost 


at Queenstown to the American em- 
bassy said the total loss of life might 
reach twenty. 


Mr. Frost added that he had taken 


affidavits of the two American stew- 
ards on the Hesperian, Barney Mac- 
Millau of Grand Rapids, Mich., and a 
man named Dallas of Buffalo.

about thirty-six hours after being tor- 
pedoed. Captain Main and 20 mem- 
bers of the crew remained aboard 
Several steamers were standing by. 
The captain, hopeful of being able to 
save his vessel, remained on the bridge 
almost until the last. 


The Hesperian, with 350 passengers 


and a crew of 300 aboard, was bound 
from Liverpool for Montreal. It was 
attacked without warning by a Ger- 
man submarine just as darkness was 
falling Saturday evening. According 
to an early stalement Issued by the 
company, every person was saved. 


Captain Main made the statement 


at Queenstowu that the vessel had 
been torpedoed and that no warning 
was given. 


A Queenstown dispatch said the 


eleven-months-old baby ot a Mrs. Jen- 
kins ot Birmingham was missing. 


About 4,000 sacks of mail went down 


with the Hesperian. The point at 
which the vessel sank is about 160 
miles west of Queenstown.
